and mockery on the private merchant, if he 
should beforeed to send his large and valuable 
goods to London merely to be weighed, and 
then to be sent back again at immense risk 
and expence: tis would be to clog this pre.

ties and delays which would rönder it nnga. 
tory. It was so preposterous, that it would 
be more manly for the Court af Directors to 
refuse all coucession, than thus to affect to 
make a grant which they kaew could never 
be beneficial to the parties. As to the ques. 
tion of altering the system of government, 
he looked apon it with too much reverence 
to wish to disturbse wise and ingenious an 
Sustitutioa. Bat surely the fear of colo- 
mization, which had been started, was a 
chimera founded on a mistake of the first prin. 
ciples, All whom he had the honour to ad. 
dress must know, that there could be no 
temptation to emigrate when the country 
was so distant, and the price of labour so 
Jow: above all, where there existed a ren 
gulation which prevented any Europcan from 
acquiring property in the soil, and restricted 
his residence to occasianal and temporal! pure 
poses: thus taking away all inducement to go 
to India, except on ‘considerations enticely 
distinct from the-’soil.” While, therefore, 
there existed such a rule under the authority 
of the Company,-=an authority which it was 
not his inteution te shake by any measure 
which reshoüld propose,=—he could not augur 
much dread of colonizations ner at the same 
“time could he go along with those whe thought 
the English character eo different from that ef 
other nations, theter intercourse was more to 
be apprehended than that of foreigners (kear), 
‘He thought such an intermixture would be 
more favourable to the morals of the peaple 
than the multifarious associations to which 
they were at present subject (hear). Another 
view of this subject was, that the commerce 
of the Cempany was its only method of the 
‚ Femittanceef iis Goapces,; and thezeforp, if 
the commoree did nof redeh fheektent of jts 
finances, or -shosid-be put into’ dess ConÂiden. 
tia! hands, most serious misthief would ensue. 
Surcly, it could net be säid that their Ruances 
wercso different in their nature and manage. 
ment from those of all other large trading or 
political bodies, that no other medium, except 
that of commerce, could be devised for the 
traasaction of them. It was evident that the 
‚system, as hitherto transacted, could not be 
persevered in: for they were evident losers in 
the commercial affairs of late years. It would 
appear from an inspection of the accounts of 
the Company, that the profits of the trade 
„for the lest 19 years left onlya balance of 


6,200;0001. Even or this there wasa dif. 


ference of opinions and heshould, in a future 
Stage of the discussion, detail some cir. 
cumstances whieh appeared to bim te reduce 
this amount, At present, he should only 
State, that as far as there was profit, the 
China trade was proâtable in a proportion of 
18 to 2; yet the capital employed in the India 
trade was much greater than that employed in 
the Chinese. Ait this proved (hat they in. 
Curied great saerifices in alministering the 
whele trade àf India, Viewing, therefore, 
the disadvantages and dnexpediency of the 
trade, was it t that it should be sùftered to 
exist 20 years longer under the same princi. 
pies, and confined by the sametrammels which 
had produced these very disadvantagee? Ie 
must say, therefore, that the Company had 
not faculty to administer the ‘trade, nor to 
take charge of the extended transactions to 
which it would lead. * He merùt no. reflection 
when he said, that interests might spring up 
and accumulate which the Directors might not 
be able to control, and which might Painfuity 
interfere with the conscientious discharge of 
their duties. It was the nature of man, that 
separate interests should seek their own ad. 
vantage to the exclusion of others; and the 
vast body af Proprietors of India Stock, not 
merely merchants but traders of all sorts, 
would form an agglomeration of inffnence 
which might be too formidable for the Dirco. 
tors. He was sure that there was vne Hon. 
Director who would here enter into his feel. 
IN5, because he had formerly madea pro- 
‚Position to put the Shipping Interest of Lon- 

don on the same footing of competition with 
other interests. He wished to be understood 
ä8 not being sanguine as to the frst eltects of 
SPEnIng the trade to India; the comscquences 
Would probably be the same as resulted from 
the first opening of the Trade with South 
America; but that did not discourage hìm : 
he thought it unwise for the Legislature to 
TeEulate commerce—commerce would best re- 


‚„mercial purposes, 


‚while in the country, 


gulate itself. The third resolution would go 
to regulate the territoria} and commercial 
funds, and to appropriate the surplus. But 
he would rcmark, that the affairs of the Com. 
pany could not be conducted witliout au 
efficient principle of economy; and although 
there was nothing in the attairs of the Com- 
pany that was not prosperous,—nothing that 
gave any causefor despondence, still the war 
was productive of heavy expences, and great 
retrenchments must take place in the forcign 
expenditures, Since the Committee appointed 
to enquire into the affairs of the Company 
had made their report, the accounts from 
India were very satisfactory. ‘The Committee 
could not caiculate ou a surplus revenue of 
more than 200,0001, forthe ycars 1811 and 
1812; bat there was a surplus revenue of 
1,500,000I. which left a surplus of 1,200,0001, 
above what the Committee calculated 
on. The charges of the ensuing years were 
heavier, and dsord Minto, in his private let. 
ters, stated thesurplus would be a million ; but 
in his public accouats cal!ed it ouly 500,0001, 
and in this no firôvision was made for 
expences, to the amount of 7 or 800,G0OL. and 
for the interest of the loan raised under the 
security of Government, 250,0001, therefore 
there would nat be less than one milliou to be 
set against that sum: it was therefure most 
incumbent on the Directors, to bring down 
the expenses as much as possible. Asto the 
approprialion, it would wot differ much from 
that directed‘ by the last Act: after providing 
fer the current expenses, and for the army, 
the surplus should be partly devoted to com. 
The sum to be so ‘disposed 
of, he should not attempt to fx, as it must 
deperd on cireumstances=—=the residu®’to be 
applied to the liquidatien of the debt in Iflia, 
until it sheuld be reduced toa certain sum! 
for it was not to be wished that it should be 
entirely kquidated and India be devoid of all 
public securities.

ariny, no great difference would take place, 
and it wotfd consequently be running a most 
gratuitous danger; so long as the Company 
‘were Governors of India; so long they ought 
to have the sword ànd the law ; if the power 
of the sword were taken away, it would make 
iem an anomaly in Government.

there was no branch which he thought it 
Would not be decent not to notice. The 
system of religion in India was without any 
coutrol; and there was one sacred rite, Con. 
frmation, which could not be there adminis. 
tered ; he should therefore propose to have à 
person at the seat of Government to exercise 
the Fpiscopal functions, and an Archdeacon, 
that the rites of the Church might be decently 
Alministered, The Charter ought not to tie 
up or fefter the bands of Parliament. As the 
world was at present situated, it was wise to 
make the Empire at- home the only channei 
for the Indian trade; but the day might come 
when this eireuitous mode of Carrying on the 
trade must be given up, in orderto enable 
the Britieh te meet the foreign merchant in 
the markets of the world. He did not wish 
te. meropotise the trade of the world ; there 
was: sufiêlent trade for all nations, if they 
would trade on the fair principles of com. 
merce; but he would never wish to regulate 
commerce so as to force British enterprize 
and Isritish capital into foreign channels, He 
had stated, as shortly as he could, the object 
ef his Lill: he was convinced he had left a 
great deal unstated, but he hoped the Hoúse 
would not presame against the plan, on ac. 
couut of any deficiency in the statement; but 
that the Resolutions would be allowed to be 
read, and printed, and that the House would 
Came unbiassed to the consideration of that 
great question„—the greatest that ever came 
before a British Parliament. He could assure 
the House, that his Majesty's Ministers acted 
eatirely from a sense of duty, and not. from 
a wish to flatter any great contending inter. 
estssas was fully proved by their unforta- 
nately diftering from both. 
were great conflicting interests, he did not 
doubt, that by a political compromise, by 
seme sacrifice of interest, and what was a 
greater sacrifice, of feeling, with minds anx- 
ious for the publie good, they would not be 
found unequal to overeoming this difficulty. 
The Resolutions & were then read, which re. 
capitulated the principal points of the Speech. 
Mr. R. Thornton remarked, that the No- 
ble Lord, hy Ex pressing his intention of stilf 
leaving to thê Compaay the appointment of 
their own servants, proved that the Noble 
Lord's radical change was not founded upor 
any incapacity in the Company. From his 
personal responsibility, he took the first op. 
portunity of entering his protest against the 
Noble Lord's plan. Ue claimed attention 
from the Committee, not on his own. account, 
but on account of the weight of the subject = 
it cageerned the welfare of two Empires, and 
involved the commercial credit of the country: 
the happiness of 60 millions of people in In. 
The Noble Lord 
had not named the number of porté on which 


he intended to confer the evil of the trade to 


India. The fact was, that the Noble Lord 
had treated it more as a comtercial than a 
political question, and in that he thought the 
Noble Lord was very wrong. The proposition 
of the Noble Lord participated of a mixture 
of diffidence and boldness, which was almost 
incompatible. The Noble ‘Tord wished to 
open the trade to a certain degree to tie out 
ports, 
stab which such an opening must &tve to the 
most important interests of the Company. 
The monopoly of the East India Company was

without having duly weighed the vital” 


of a particular kìnd-=it was a thing suf gene. 
ris ; and if this monopoly was destroyed, what 
would become of the Bank ?—whatisto give 
security to that, if it was liable to be broken 
in upon whenever discontented persons of any 
discription should think it proper to fiud fault 
with that Cempany? The outports ask to 
partake of the trade which has been establish. 
ed by the labour, the genius, and the treasure 
of the East India Company. Nothing could 
be more unreasonable or unjust—they wanted 
at once to come into a participation of a trade 
which the East India Company had esta 
blished at so great an expense. Having incure 
red this immense expense, the Company ought 
certainly to derive an advantage fromit; and 
it was the opinion of eminent men, now no 
more (Mr. Fox and Mr. Pitt), that to open 
the trade/to India would be the ruin of the 
country. He ridiculed the idea, that tho 
stocking.weavers of Nottingham, or the pot. 
ters in Stafordshire, would be benefted by 
the trade to India; and particularly the mak. 
ing of docks in Liverpool, iú contemplation 
of this trade being opened to them. ‘The cree 
dulity of the country was likely to lead it into 
afatal error. It had been said, why should 
forciguers run away with the trade? _ Why 
shouid Americans run away with the trade! 
Ít was no such thing. The Americans had 
certainly traded to India, but they had no 
manufactures to send out, they traded with 
bullion only : and how would the merchants 
of Liverpool be able to make returns of that 
kind? « Would the Gentlemen of the oute 
ports, who wanted to participate in this trade 
with the East India Company, repay them the 
expenses whieh they had been putto in con- 
quering that country, and possessing them. 
selves of its products? If they would not, it 
was the height of injustice to ask for such 
participation ; and he hoped the House would 
never countenancë ‘a scheme which would re 
ally destroy an approved and existing bencfit 
of the highest importance, for the purpose of 
indvigingidle speenlatious. _ 

Mr. Protheroe differed in-opinion with the 
Hon. Gentleman who had just sat down, whom 
he considered as the organ of the East India 
Company : he would not, however, enter into 
&uy discussion this night, but had no doubt he 
should beableto shew at a próper time the 
futility ofthe arguments adrancod- by tie 
Hon Gentlémän. _ - Ee RE dl 

General Gadcoyne spoke shortly in favour 
of the claims of the out-ports. 

Lord Castlereagh said, that the resolutions 
were calculated to bring the question to as 
speedy a decision as possible. If it was necese 
sary to hear any evidence, the Flouse could 
not procecd on it too soon. 

Mr. Whitshed Keene thought the question. 
could got be faiëty determined without hear. 
ing evidence at the Bar of the ‘House. 

Mr. Tierney coincided in opinion with the 
Hon. Gentleman who spoke last, as to the 
necessity of examining evidence at the Bar ou, 
both sides. He had as yet heard nothing but 
assertions on oue side, and he would wish to 


‘be informed where the place was to which 


they wauld have their manufactaressent. He 
should be happy in being satisfied they could 
gain any advautage by their speculations. 
There was nothing to complain of in the pre- 
Sent system. They ask for the advantages ef 
anew trâde, and they had not proved. that 
those advantages were to be obtained. He 
thought it wrong to hazard a positive good 
for achimerical advautage. No time, how. 
ever, ought to be lost ; and he was of opinion, 
that if the House applied seriously their atten. 
tion to the business, instead of making speeches, 
they might get through it before the Easter 
Fecess. 

Mr. Canning, in a short but in pressive 
speech, expressed his approbation of the prin. 
cipal propositions laid down, and of the argu. 
ments advanced by the Noble Lord ; yet there 
were in his oponion some points, respecting. 
both the great interests of the country and (he 
particular interests of the East India Compa- 
Dy, which were still to be submitted to the 
consideration of the Houte, and which called 
for the most aktentive consideration. 

Mr. Tierney expiained. 

Mr. C. Grant stated at some length, his 
opinion in favour of the renewal of the Com. 
pany’s Charter: 

Mr. R. Gordon followed on 
of the question, 

Lord Castlereagh observed, that it was his 
wish (he subjeet should underga every possible 
investigation. He should, therefor, wish it to 
be understood, that the proceedings relative to- 
the affairs of India should commence next 
Monday, and that evéry Member of: the 
House should enjoy the opportauity of deli. 
vering his sentimeats upou the question. 

A long conversation then took place be. 
tween Mr. Wilberforce, Mr. Barùig, Lord 
Castlercagh, Mr. W. Smith, Mr. Stephen, 
and several other Members ; when the Chair. 
maa reported progress, aad the Committee 
was ordered to sit again.
